1. SUMMARY: EARTHQUAKE PREDICTION GROUP PLANS TO ENTER 
PRC AT CANTON OCTOBER 5 AND LEAVE ON OR ABOUT NOVEMBER 4; 
NAMELIST AND INTERESTS OF DELEGATION HEREWITH. CHINESE 
HAVE NOT YET COMMENTED ON ITINERARY BUT WE ENCLOSE GROUP'S 
PROPOSED ITINERARY. LINGUISTS HOPE TO ENTER PRC OCT. 9 

VIA TOKYO ON NEW JAPAN-PRC FLIGHT, AND LEAVE BETWEEN 
NOVEMBER 4 AND 7. NAMELIST AND INTERESTS OF DELEGATION 
HEREWITH. ITINERARY NOT YET CLEAR. UNIVERSITY PRESIDENTS 
DELEGATION PROPOSED DATES ARE NOVEMBER 4 TO 23-24. 

GROUP IS DECLINING DEPARTMENT S PROPOSAL TO ATTACH 
ESCORT OFFICER. WE ARE CONTINUING DISCUSSIONS THIS 
MATTER WITH NATIONAL COMMITTEE AT LEAST TO PREPARE 
GROUP IF USLO WISHES TO ATTACH ESCORT. END SUMMARY. 
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2. EARTHQUAKE PREDICTION RESEARCH GROUP. THIS GROUP 
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PREFERS TO BE CALLED AMERICAN SEISMOLOGY GROUP SINCE IT 
HAS WIDER INTERESTS THAN JUST EARTHQUAKE PREDICTION. 

TRAVEL PLANS HAVE BEEN INDEFINITE BUT GROUP NOW PLANS TO 
ENTER CHINA OCT. 5 AT SHUMCHUN FROM HONG KONG AND PERHAPS 
FLY TO PEKING FROM CANTON SAME OR NEXT DAY. GROUP IS 
SCHEDULED TO LEAVE PRC ON OR ABOUT NOVEMBER 4 THROUGH 
CANTON AND SHUMCHUN.

SEISMIC CONSTRUCTION REGULATIONS; 5) CHINESE SEISMOGRAPH 
NETWORK; AND 6) NATIONAL SEISMOLOGICAL ORGANIZATION AND 
POLICY, INCLUDING ORGANIZATION OF NATIONAL PROGRAMS FOR 
EARTHQUAKE HAZARD REDUCTION AND DISASTER RESPONSE, AND

5. ITINERARY. DELEGATION HAS PROPOSED ITINERARY TO 
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CHINESE BUT RECEIVED NO COMMENT. PROPOSED ITINERARY: 

PEKING (7 DAYS) TO VISIT INSTITUTE OF GEOPHYSICS, 

INSTITUTE OF GEOLOGY, NATIONAL BUREAU OF SEISMOLOGY, 
DEPARTMENT OF GEOPHYSICS AT UNIVERSITY OF PEKING, AND 
SEIMOGRAPH FACTORY. SIAN (7 DAYS) TO VISIT HSING-TAI, 

SITE OF MARCH 1966 EARTHQUAKE, AND TRIP TO SOUTHERN 
SHANSI GRABEN. YUNNAN (4 DAYS) VISIT CHAO-T'UNG, SITE OF 
MAY 10, 1974 EARTHQUAKE- VIA KUNMING OR CHUNGKING. 1 1 
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DAYSAT DISPOSAL OF SCIENTIFIC AND TECHNICAL ASSOCIATION, 
BASED ON DELEGATION'S TOPICAL LIST, WITH LANCHOW AREA 
SUGGESTED AS POSSIBILITY. KWANGCHOW (1 DAY) TO VISIT 
HSINFENGKIANG DAM. HARBIN (3-5 DAYS) FOR SUB-GROUP OF 
DELEGATION (2 TO 4 MEMBERS) TO VISIT INSTITUTE OF 
ENGINEERING MECHANICS TO DISCUSS ENGINEERING SEISMOLOGY. 

6. LINGUISTS DELEGATION. GROUP WAS ORIGINALLY SCHEDULED 
TO ENTER CHINA OCTOBER 10 AT SHUMCHUN AND LEAVE PRC 
BETWEEN NOVEMBER 4 AND 7 ALSO THROUGH SHUMCHUN. HOWEVER 
GROUP WANTS TO TRY NEW JAPAN-PRC AIR CONNECTION BOTH 
ENTERING AND LEAVING PRC AND IS NOW DISCUSSING THIS WITH 
AIRLINES. PRCLO DOES NOT SEEM TO HAVE RAISED OBJECTION 

TO SUCH PROPOSED CHANGE IN TRAVEL PLANS. NEW FLIGHT 
REPORTEDLY WILL BE JAL FLIGHT 781 FROM JAPAN TO PRC 
ARRIVING PEKING 1225 HOURS; WE DO NOT KNOW FREQUENCY 
BUT HAVE HEARD THERE WILL BE SUCH A FLIGHT ON OCTOBER 9. 

WE SUSPECT NEW JAPAN-PRC FLIGHT ARRANGEMENTS MAY HAVE AS 
YET UNRESOLVED PROBLEMS AND GROUP MAY HAVE TO FOLLOW 
ORIGINAL PLANS TO ENTER AND LEAVE PRC THROUGH HONG KONG, 
SHUMCHUN AND CANTON.
